Israel's budget proposals for the 
year ending March 31, 1952, tabled 
this week. total 1£198,500,000—the 
biggest budget since the creation of the 
State. Submission of the proposals 
was delayed by the Government crisis 
and the elections. 

The estimates cover both the ordinary 
and development budgets, but does not 
include the whole of the defence budget, 
which ts secret. The development budget 
totals 1£85,000,000, while the ordinary 
budget amounts to I[£113,587,000 of 
which £38,000,.000 will be allocated to the 
defence budget.

Other messages, including those from 
the Chief Rabbi of Isracl, Dr. Herzog, 
and Mr. Aaron Wriaht. former President 
of the J.N.F.. were read by Mr. Michael 
Sacher, Treasurer 

The Chief Rabbi. Rabbi Israel Brodie. 
said that however nob!e and splendid the 
achevements up to the present ‘might 
have been, they were not enough. Isracl 
mux become ecconemically independent 
” it was to be able to play its role in the 
Middle East and beyond, and to make 
Jews everywhere proud of belonging to 
4 grcat people. 


Diploma for Rev. J. K. Goldbloom 


Dr. Granott presenied the newly intro- 
duced Diplama of Meri for outsianding 
services rendered to the J.N.F. to its first 
the Rev. J. K.- Go'dbloom, 

and described him as the “ inspirer ol 

the Keren Kayemei in Britain.” 

(On Sunday the conference adopted a 
recommendation that while “fully sup- 
porting the decision to present the Rev. 
J. K. Goldbloom with the Diploma of 
Merit, it felt grave doubis as to the 
advisability of introducing that diploma 
generally into the J.N.F. in this country.” 
The scheme was, therefore, referred back 
to the Head Office in Jerusalem). 

Mr. B. B. Lieberman (on behalf of 
the Board of Deputies), Dr. S. Leven- 
berg (Jewish Agency), Mr. B. Janner, 
M.P. (Zionist Federation), Mr. S. E, 
Sklan (Mizrachi), Mrs. Israel Cohen 
(Federation of Women Zionists), Dr. 

. A. Miller (Poaic Zion), and Mr. I. 
Nathani (Mapam) conveyed greetings 
from their respective organisations. 

Granott said that on the establish- 
mem of the State the Keren Kayemet 
Owned almost 1,000,000 dunams out of 
the 16,000,000 dunams comprising the 
borders of the State as recognised then 
by the United Nations. If they desired 
that the Jewish people, through the 
J.N.F., should own most of the fend in 
Israel, and especially the agricultural 
ehaic, they would be obliged to purchase 
that land. That was the fair and ethical 
Procedure. They were able to acquire 
mportant stretches from the Arab citi- 
z0s of Israel who remained in the 
country, 

land purchase had, of course, he 
r , been greatly facilitated by the 

ight of most of the Arabs from Israel. 

OWever great the wrongs perpetrated 
upon the Jews by their persecutors, the

Dr. Granowu said that 60,000 dunams 
would be drained. which would mean 
6,000 dunams for vegetables, 2,000 for 
grapes, 5,000 for other fruits, 4,000 for 
industrial crops, such as groundnuts, 
20.000 for grain, and 10,000 for fish- 
ponds. It was estimated that over 
£3,000,000 worth of food would be avail- 
able annually. 

The. links, said Dr. Granott, which 
Herz! had prophetically established with 
Britain, and the unfalering attitude of 
Anglo-Jewry during the difhicuk times of 
the Mandate, had rendered * service not 
only to the Jewish people and Israel but 
also to the interests of this great country 
uself, which had resumed friendly rela- 
tions with our Government. and was 
ready to co-operate with us again for the 
peace of the Middle East in a world at 
peace. 

On Sunday morning the conference 
split up into five working committees 
Youth and Education, Oreanisation and 
Developmen. Funct-ons,. Boxes. Golden 
Book and Trees. and Bequesis. The com- 
mittees pul forward their recommenda- 
tions later in the day. 


£550,000 Sent to Israel 


Mr. M. Sacher. the Treasurer, who 
presemied the Financial Report, stated 
that the cash receipts of the J.N.F. and 
the Charitable Trust totalled for the year 
ended Sepiember 30, £685,000, of which 
£550,000 had been transferred to Israel. 
The income from boxes—which num- 
bered 42,000-——-had increased from £42,800 
to £46,500 ths year: £98,000 was raised 
through gatherings, and the income from 
7.000 covenants amounted to just over 
£225. 000 The Chevel Simon Marks 
project had raised so far about £35,000, 
which was short of the original target. 

Replying to the debate, Mr. Max 
Weiner, the Director of the J.N.F. in this 
country, stressed the need for more 
active workers, more young helpers, and 
more Zionist education. 

The conference adopted two resolu- 
tions: one (proposed by Mr. E. Raffles, 
J.P.) that every Zionist society should 
organise a J.N.F. Month each year: the 
other (submitied by Rabbi Kopul Rosen. 
with an addendum by Mr. A. Richtiger) 
ureed “ Aneglo-Jewry to make the tasks 
of ingathering the exiles its first priority.” 

Mr. S. Gestetner, the President, and 
Mr. Sacher. Treasurer, were re-clected 
unopposed. London and provincial Vice- 
Presidents were. also elected. 

On Sunday evening a dinner was held at 
the Savoy Hotel. Mr. Gestetner presided. 

Dr. Granott presented the title deeds 
of Chevel Simon Marks to Sir Simon 
Marks. The scroll stated that the name 
of Sir Simon was “ for ever linked wah 
the neme of Israel.” : 

Mr. E. Elath. the Israeli Minister to 
Britain, said that Chevel Simon Marks 
was symbolic not only as a geographical 
but as a functional link as well. Sic 
Simon was one of the champions of 
Zionism in this country. 

Sir Simon Marks said that whether 
Israel had come slay was a quesuion 
which each Jew had to answer and a 
challenge he had to meet. The enemies 
of Isracl were waiting for its collapse, 
and Jews could not afford now either to 
be tired or to lack in courage.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 
The Opportunist 


And it came to pass, when Laban 
heard the tidings of Jacob his sister's 
son, that he ran to meet him, and 
embraced Aim, and kissed him, and 
brought him to his house. (Gen. 
Xxix, 13.) 


HE Hebrew word shema, ren- 

dered as “ tidings,” is the word 

used in the Book of Esther to 
describe the “fame” of Mordecai. 
The verse expresses the thought that 
only when Laban heard of ‘the fame 
and prowess of his nephew did he run 
to welcome him to his home. 

In another portion of the Bible we 
meet again with Laban, and here, too. 
his grasping nature js subtly delineated 
by a stroke of the pen. “And it 
came to pass, when he saw the ring, 
and the bracelets upon his sister's 
hands, and when he heard the words 
of Rebekah his sister, saying: © Thus 
spoke the man unto me, that he came 
unto the man... .” (Gen. xxiv, 30.) 

Laban, in his youth, ts not eager to 
offer hospitality and welcome to the 
tired and hungry wayfarer, he shares 
none of the concern for the plight of 
the thirsty traveller shown by the 
beautiful action of his sister, Rebekah. 
It is only when he sees the ring and 
the bracelets, the promise of wealth 
and prosperity, and he realises that he 
might benefit, that he runs to welcome 
his guest. And, years jater, Laban, 
now a father and a man of substance 
and position, is still not cured of his 
rapacity. The fact that his nephew ts 
in dire need of help means nothing to 
him. Only when he hears of his 
fame, when he hears of his great 
strength in rolling the stone from the 
mouth of the well single-handed, does 
he run to welcome him. 


ABAN the opportunist par 

excellence. He is the supreme 
example of the man who approaches 
every situation with the question: 
“ What can I get out of i?” Expedi- 
ency is the only guiding principle of 
the opportunist. Whereas the saintly 
person looks upon human beings as 
personalities, whom it ts a privilege 
to serve, the opportunist looks upon 
them as tools to be used for his own 
ends and then discarded. 

Like a golden thread there runs 
through the Bible the most determined 
opposition to ‘the doctrines of 
the opportunist. Judaism always 
emphasises that we must never confuse 
expediency with honesty, truth, and 
right 

There is a verse in the Book of 
Daniel, described by a _ famous 
preacher as the greatest text in the 
Bible, which affords us a glimpse into 
the characters of men whose lives 
were a direct antithesis to all that 
Laban stood for. In the well-known 
story of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, who refused to bow to 
the great king's idol and were prepared 
to be cast into the fiery furnace for 
their faith, we learn of their final 
defiant challenge to the king. They 
exclaim that God can, if He so wills, 
save them, and they trust that He will 
do so. And then they go on to say: 
* But if not, be it known unto thee, 
© king, that we will not serve thy 
gods, nor worship the golden image 
which thou has set up.” (Dan. im, 18.) 


ERE we have men of noble charac- 

ter who are prepared not only to 
live for, but also to die for, their 
faith. If God will save them, wel! 
and good. But if not... they will 
still remain loyal to their principles 
unto death. 

The choice is open to every man. 
He can either be a man of stern, 
unbending principle, like the three 
youths, or a man of base expediency 
like Laban. There can be no doubt 
which of the two characters evokes 
Laban, in Jewish 
tradition, is almost a figure of fun. 
With all his plotting and scheming to 
feather his own nest he, somehow, 
always seems to come off worse in the 
end. It is as if Jewish tradition seeks 
to underline the truth that the man 
who goes through life with the sole 
aim of benefiting himself is soon 
found out. He not only lives a use- 
less life, without truly being of service 
to anyone, but, in the final analysis, 
he utterly fails to find happiness for 
himself. 

It is only the man of principle who 
finds victory even in failure. His 
ideals are always vindicated, and only 
he earns the esteem and respect of 
his fellows,

That has 
always been possible, and a few have 
followed that course. But Jews generally 
have felt imegrally. bound up with the 
collective life of the Jewish people. A Jew 
can never feel that he is only an indi- 
vidua'; he 1s also a member of the Jewish 
people, sharing in its history and destiny. 
And that feeling remains and will remain 
so long as Jews are Jews.”

He argues that, now the individual Jew 
has the freedom to follow his own inclina- 
ion; he can choose whether he will 
remain a Jew or be absorbed in the 
majority among whom he lives. That has 
always been possible, and a few have 
followed that course. But Jews generally 
have felt integrally bound up with the 
collective life of the Jewish people. A Jew 
can never feel that he is only an indi- 
vidua' . he is also a member of the Jewish 
people, sharing in its history and destiny. 
And that feeling remains and will rema'n 
so long as Jews are Jews.”

M. Vincent Auriol (President of 
the French Republic), Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann (President of Israel), Mr. 
Winston Churchill (the Prime Minis- 
ter). Mr. David Ben-Gurion (Prime 
Minister of Israel), and Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt are among the patrons. The 
President of the Board of Deputies, 
the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, has agreed to 
serve as Chairman of the committee 
which is to be formed in this country. 
Ihe Haham, Rabbi Dr. Leo Baeck, 
Mr. ( Roth. and. Davan H. M. 
Lazarus are already members of the 
World Committee

TWO JEWISH PAINTERS OF NOTE 


Jankel Adler 


The tragic significance of Jankel 
Adler's untimely death in 1949 is per- 
haps not yet generally appreciated. 
When he was accused of standing mid- 
wav between Picasso and Klee, he is 
said to have replied: “A very good 
place to stand.” 

As far aS his own painting was con- 
cerned he was wrong, for (his was no 
mere flirting with (wo interesting con- 
temporaries—the truth, as evidenced in 
the important Arts Council show, at 
the New Burlingion Galleries, demon- 
strates clearly that Adler had lost his 
wav. that he was, in cffect, transfixed 
and akmost withered beeween those (win 
bright beams shining in cerebral regions 
in which. for the good of his own per- 
sona! expression, he had no business to 
dally 

Janke! Adier was firs and last a 
humanist painter—if he were not per- 
sonallv obsessed by the drama of his 
subject his very precious gifts were dis- 
sipated in various unprofiiab'e ways. He 
either paimed Klees too big.. and with- 
out the necessary detached amusement, 
or he painted up-to-date: Picasso cubisms 
without the confident swageer and sty.e 
of the master: add .o ths an attention 
to surface finish to the exclusion of any 
spontancous feeling or sense of the pic- 
ture having grown neturallv—-his worst 
fauit. by the way. He choked the Iife 
out of hs work too ofen, by hanging 
ornamenta! jewels on ihe canvas surface, 


glazes, gi ues, scrap ngs. fortunous 
dribbles of gesso. sand mixed in with 
the paint. all the exotic flowers by the 
Ways de Waliing he ckhed by the 


artist who has unwisely shifted his gaze 
from the path of truth 

There is no reason to doubt that had 
Adler. been spared his. fundamen- 
‘a! humanisn. would have. reasserted 
nself. refreshed and strengthened by his 


wanderings—and here lies his tragedy 
and ours. 

He painted the unforgetiable masicr. 
piece, “ The Mutilated,” in 1943, ang t 
is immediate'y obvious that the painte; 
deeply moved by the piteous sight of wwo 
crippled soldiers, unhesitatingly threw 
overboard all the—for him—spurious 
half-digested ideas too laborious 
acquired from his dangerous friends 
There are, happily, enough of these fine 
expressionist Adiers here, many of them 
Jewish in theme, to esiablish beyond 
question his considerable Sature: the); 
brilliance cannot be dimmed by ihe 
heavy dead abstractions by which they 
are surrounded. : 


Bernard Meninsky 


The work of Bernard Meninsky, whose 
death last year deprived this country of 
one of its few real drauehtonen., is being 
shown concurrently with Adler's. 

Meninsky, for his part, was seldom 
tempied to wander from a direc: 
naturalism, and, a romantic by tempera. 
mem. an English romantic at that. thi< 
Jewish artis’ s only concession to techn). 
cal formula was a formalised simplifica- 
tioh to emphasise the monumental 
of the human figure in his later work. 
Among the most delightful things in 
delightful show are some drawings o 
bab.es, comp.cicly weselfconscious, and 
vet filled with a childlike vulnerabil:, 
and pathos authentic to this difficuli sub. 
ject The ol paintings are curious! 
reminiscent of the work of Gertler. a 
not dissmilar figure: ouistanding is a 
freshly conceived and direcily painted 
portrait of Anna Marks, a canvas of 
quite extraordinary charm. 

Both these artisis. and more especially 
Meninsky, almost ignored during the 
lives, will presumably now. be recognised 
as significant figures in the developmen 
of English painting he exhrbitions 
continue until!

ANGLO-JEWRY 100 YEARS 
HENCE

The emergence during the next genera 
tion of a Jewish community in ths 
country which would be “ Enghsh in a 
sense has never been belore”” was 
predicted by Mr. C. Roth, when he spok« 
on “ Anglo-Jewry—-the next 100.

The speaker based his forecast on 
certain trends in the hfe of British Jews 
during the last tew decades and the 
inevitable impact on Anglo-Jewry of the 
complete cessation of immigration from 
the Continent. They were likely, he said, 
to have a community which would not 
only be dorme'led here but would th 
“ native to this country.” 

Such a completely integrated Jewish 


community had been in existence in th 
Middle Ages but had come to an end 
with the expulsion, he  continucd 


Between 1850 and 1880 the leadership of 
the commun'ty by and large had been 
English, but im 1880 the balance had been 
overthrown by immigration from Russia 

Now that immigration had ceased and 
the reservoir beh:nd the lron Curtain wa: 
bound to remain closed unless some 
miracle happened, English Jewry would 
have to draw upon is own resources 

He also believed that there would be 
a growing Israch colony im this country 
whch, in the course of ithe next century, 
would leaven Anglo-Jewish life, bringing 
to tt the new forms and values that were 
being created im the Jewish Siate.

THE POETRY OF 
SHLONSKY

Similarities in the approach to modern 
social problems of the Israeli Hebrew 
poct, Avraham Shionsky and of con- 
temporary writers in other countries. 
were stressed by Miss Chaya Kaufman ina 
lecture on Shionsky’s work, given at the 
Tarbut La'Am, Jewish Cultural Centre, 
67, Broadhurst Gardens, N.W., lax week. 
She emphasised, however, the purely 
Jewish character of the poet's imagery and 
form of expression. 

Miss Kaufman said that Shionsky was. 
m a way. a “child of the Russian 
revolution.” He went to Isracl with the 
third aliya and jorned the Gdud Avoda. 
He shared the vision of the youth of his 
generation of an imminent messianic 
era and gave it expression in his poetry. 

The second period, followimge the failure 
of Gidud Avoda to realise the dream of a 
new society breaking completely with the 
social wrongs of the past, saw Shionsky 
iurning to urban hie and leaving the 


country for Paris. in his volume of 
‘poctry entitld “Avne Bohu”™ (Stones 
of Emptiness) he compared Paris to 
Sodom. The spirit of that book. was 
similar to that of T. S. Eliot's “* Waste- 
land.” 


In the third phase of his life. of which 
the volume “ Songs of Bread and Water ” 
was characteristic, Shlonsky matured into 
aman facing the realities of hfe and 
siding with the humble. 

Poems out of “Songs of Bread and 
Water’ had been set to music by almost 
all the important composers in Israel.

Reifen, was main'y to be found among 
the Jewish immigrants from Oriental 
countries, who now constituied nearly 45 
per cem of the population of Israel. 
There was a danger that all responsi- 
bihty for child crime might in future be 


attributed to them This waywardness 
might be due to the fact that. Orenta! 
mople often held different concepuons of 
right and wrong. particularily in regard to 
petty piltering. They also -tended to 


regard the police as a hosti'¢ force, often 
as a result of their unfortunate experi- 
ences at the hands of the police in their 
own countries Many of their yvoung 


chidren. too. worked in the markets as 
carriers and street vendors, often tli 
at night, and received no rea! education 

It wou'd be a fallacy. he added, to 
regard delinquency mainty as a probiem 
aflecting the new unmigrants. since. of 
the 950 cases brought before the Juveniic 
Court in 1951. only eight per cent were 
newoomers. Crime tended, however. 40 
appear mainly in the second gencration 
of newcomers, and it was likely that 
delinguency would increase in years to 
come.

ORTHODOXY & THE 
LIBERALS 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The elements of unity between the 
Liberal and Orthodox interpretations of 
Judaism were much more profound than 
the divergences between them, declared 
Rabbi Leslie 1. Edgar. in an address on 
“ Liberal and Orthodox Judaism.” at 
Sunday morning's service at the Liberal 
Jewish Synagoguc. London, N.W.8. 

Both forms of the Jewish religion, said 
the speaker, held in common the abso- 
lutely fundamental belief in one God of 
the whole universe and of man: a sense 
of reverem prde in Jewish tradition: 
and the conviction that God intended 
the people of israel to have a particular 
religious destiny for the world, a distinc- 


tive piace in the religious destiny of 
mankind. 

He went on to trace the differences 
between them io the emergence of the 


Jews from ghetto life, and the necessity 
of adjusting religion -to the 
realitvees of the new conditions. Orthodox 
Judaism, he said. had been unable to 
make those adjusimenis as completely as 
Liberal Judaism. 

The incorporation into the Jewish 
rehigion of the new idea of evolution 
and progressive revelation made Liberal 
Judaism compatible with the highest 
intellectual integrity and enabled to 
follow scientific development without the 
need for ariifical reinterpretations of 
Biblical accounts.

Inter-Group Tensions 


An address was given by Professor R. 
Nevi!! Sanford, Professor of Psychology 
at the University of California, on recent 
research into causes of inter-group 
tensions. 

Data for the research. said Dr. San- 

ford, were collected. through quesiion- 
naires and interviews. 
Some of the first findings, he con- 
tinued, concerned the essential irration- 
of antisemitism Opinions about 
Jews, in people who were hostile toward 
them, were over-generalised and 
frequently contradictory: all Jews were 
said (6 have this‘or that fault, and 
Jew who was found to be at fault in one 
respect was found to be at fault in all 
respects, even though some of the faults 
In question could not possibly co-exist in 
the same person. Opinions so irrationa! 
could not derive from concrete experi- 
ences with particular Jews. nor were they 
likely to be modified by anything that 
Jews, singly or in groups. might do.

CONFLICT BETWEEN MAPAI AND MAPAM 
Dispute Over Histadrut Funds

HUMAN RIGHTS DAY 
By Dr. G. WARBURG 


N December 10, 1948, the 

General Assembly of the United 

Nations adopted the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights. Last 
year the Assembly decided to invite 
all States and interested organisations 
to observe Human Rights Day each 
year on December 10. It so happens 
that the U.N. is now debating the 
Covenant on Human Rights, which ts 
to form ihe second part of the Bill 
of Human Rights. 

People who talk of human rights 
these days are often met with cynical 
remarks. Three years ago the Unt- 
versal Declaration of Human Rights 
was adopted, but have human rights 
become safe and secure since then, 
and has not there been retrogression 
rather than progress? The cymics 
also ask: Is the Declaration really 
anything more than a piece of paper 
intended to deceive the peoples of the 
world 

Those who talk like this show little 
inderstanding of history. Certainly, 
the Declaration is a piece of paper 
without binding force, but so were the 
Bill of Rights and the French Declara- 
tion on the Rights of Man. And 
yet they were historic landmarks, start- 
ing—not ending—the struggle for civil 
liberty. The struggle for the rights 
proclaimed therein lasted, in some 
respects, for a century or more. 


Universal Application 


[he Universal Declaration ol 
Human Rights opens new fields. It is 
not confined to one nation, but is unt- 
versal. It is not restricted to civic rights, 
but extends into the economic, social, 
and cultural spheres. It sets new stan- 
dards which, it is suggested, all nations 


should try to reach as soon as pos- 
sible. but. which cannot be attained 
overnight. Not even the most pro- 


gressive country can boast of having 
already reached the goal: others are 
still a long way off. But a common 
standard has been set--that is’ the 
important point, not the speed at 
which it can be reached everywhere: 

Jews are particularly sensitive on 
the question of human rights. Few 
people have suffered so much in the 
past from the denial of fundamental! 
human rights as have the Jews. Even 
in the. democratic countries the 
struggle for political equality was won 


only during the last century. Ihe 
Nazi régime, with its denial to Jews 
of even the most elementary rights, 
is fresh in our memory. But since 


the collapse of this régime, even afte 
the adoption of the Universal Declara 
tion, human rights have been denied 
to Jews in Iraq and Hungary—to give 
but two examples. No wonder that 
Jews were and are in the forefront of 
the struggle, and that all the Jewish 
bodies having consultative status with 
the United Nations have taken a mos’ 
active part in the deliberations that 
preceded the adoption of the Declara- 
tion and those now proceeding in con- 
nection’ with the proposed Covenant. 


Articles Affecting Jews 


Many of the 30 Articles of the 
Declaration affect Jews directly: non- 
discrimination on grounds of race and 
religion, freedom of religion, the right 
to have a nationality, the right to 
emigration, protection against incile- 
ment to discrimination, etc. Other 
provisions affect Jews as human 
beings, as citizens, in their vocations. 

It may be that the present time, 
with its political tensions, is not the 
best to transform the Declaration, 
which merely sets standards, into a 
binding Convention’ which would 
determine the actual laws of the 
countries concerned... It might, per- 
haps, be wiser if the United Nations 
continued discussing the problems in 
a leisurely fashion instead of hurrying 
the Covenant and possibly accepting 
an unsatisfactory document. But that 
should not prevent the people from 
showing their determination to achieve 
the rights laid down in the Declara- 
tion. Human rights are a concern 
of the people—they affect all people 
the world over.

SOLVING REFUGEE 
PROBLEM 


U.N. Recommendations 
From our Own Correspondent 


Paris 

The ultimate solution to the problem of 
Arab refugees will be found in a bold 
programme of economic renaissance in 
the Middle East, according to a lengthy 
report presented to the United Nations 
General Assembly here by Mr. J. B 
Blandford, Director of the U.N. Relief 
and Works Agency for Palestine Refugees 
in the Near East. 

For the immediate future, the report 
suggests a large-scale movement of refu- 
gees from areas where reintegration. is 
impossible to areas offering greater cco- 
nomc potentialities. A certain amount 
of repatriation of refugees to Israel is 
also recommended “if the opportunity 
develops.”” 

The report dispels decisively the wide- 
spread dcluson that the Arab refugees 
are living in conditions of great maicria! 
distress. On the contrary, it is categori- 
cally stated that the refugees are cat'ne 
as well as, if not better than, the Arab 
populations in the host countries, and on 
the whole are in better health. The 
attitude of the Arab Governments, as 
depicted in the report, has hitherio been 
mainiy unsympathetic towards the felu 
gees and towards the Agency's provects 
for resetilement. 


Failure of Works Programme 


So far, 3$66,000.000 has been spen! 
on relief, and only negligible reinic- 

ration of refugees has been achieved 
The previous works programme of the 
Agency. carried out on a small scale and 
in haphazard fashion. is admitted to have 
beer a failure. ‘* All this leads to the 
firm conclusion,” states the report, “* that 
the total problem cannot be solved in a 
period of months by the mere cxpedent 
of providing employment. Basically, it 
is a probiem of the economy of the area 
Large-scale assistance by the Agency must 
inevitably be paralicied by even larec 
efforts towards economic development by 
Governments themselves.” 

The number of registered refugees last 
June was $75,998, but the report admuts 
that many Arabs have succeeded in get- 


ting themselves registered twice over, 
thereby doubling their income from 
Whereas all tirths are cagerly 


announced, the deaths, wherever possble. 
are passed over im silence and, as ihe 
birthrate is high im any case, a nel 
add‘tion of 30,000 names a year is made 
to the rehef rolls, the report says.

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A UNIFIED SCHOOL 
PLAN? 


IT is three months since attention was last 
drawn in these columns to the problem of 
financing Jewish day* schools in London. 
Four of the older voluntary schools have 
closed down, and the. question has been 
asked, what is being done to revive them 
and to use the considerable funds repre- 
sented by their buildings, sites, and invest- 
ments? At the same time a number of 
day schools have been created and have 
generally been welcomed by the community 
as filling an important want. These day 
schools, in the early stages, are, of course, 
dependént on public generosity and the 
payment of fees, until such time as they, 
too, achieve voluntary aided status and are 
maintained by the local education authority. 
One of these —the Avigdor High School— 
has already reached such status. 
the voluntary schools are concerned, for 
early a decade their destiny has been 
yuund up with the Joint Emergency Com- 
ttee and its successor, the London Board 
Jewish Religious Education. The com- 
unity has awaited information and has 
en hoping that a way would be found fo! 
common approach to the problem ol 
ish day school education which would 
take into account also the needs and possi- 
bilities of the existing day schools, particu- 
larly as they are so advantageously sited in 
large centres of Jewish population 


The statement on this subject which has 
now been made by the President of the 
London Board, Mr. ALFRED WOoOoLr, as 
reported elsewhere in this issue, welcome as 
it undoubtedly is for the most part, does not 
fully answer the questions which were raised 
three months ago." It contains a number of 
proposals which may or may not commend 
thems@wes for consideration and approval, 
while on the question of the association of 
the voluntary schools with the other. day 
schools the matter is left vague. The main 
proposal for the erection of a_ centrally 
situated secondary school for a thousand 
pupils, as well as a number of primary 
schools, is not the whole information which 
the community sought. These are pretty 
much the same plans as Dr. NATHAN Morris 
propounded when he was Director of Educa- 
tion. After so long a wait, it would be 
useful to have a firmer indication of when 
the schools proposed may. be expected to be 
built, and the community is entitled to know 
whether the present plans have taken into 
account the vital changes which have taken 
place within it in recent years. The capital 
investment crisis in the country must of 
necessity further retard educational building. 
It will be singularly fortunate Wf building 
takes place before several, years have 
elapsed. It would appear, moreover, that 
the plan is to press forward first with the 
secondary school, leaving the building of 
the primary schools for a later stage. It 
may well be argued that it is sounder policy 
to push ahead with the “feeder” schools, 
so that the secondary school coming there- 
after will be available for the children 
passing up from the primary stage. 

In the event, however, the fears expressed 
that the Trust funds (happily to be trans- 
ferred by the present Trustees for the press- 
ing educational needs of our children) were 
merely being put into cold storage may have 
some justification. From the programme 
envisaged it is clear that the sums involved 
must amount to several hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. Their mere preserva- 
tion should not be an object of policy if they 
can be legally used, or part of them, to 
cultivate a wide field of Jewish day school 
education. Nor should it be lost sight of 


As far at 


that their ultimate value must have decreased 
and may well go on decreasing. 


The situation, however, has a hopeful 
aspect. The Cnier wishes to submit 
a scheme to a conference he proposes shortly 
to call to deal with the whole problem. As 
Chief Rabbi he is singularly well placed to 
make a contribution. He transcends all 
sections in the community. He is the Presi- 
dent of the London Board, as well as the 
President and Patron of the day schools. 
The burden of raising funds to keep them 
going has fallen in no small measure on 
his shoulders. Anything the Cuier Rass 
can do to obviate unpleasant controversy 
in the field of education, and to ensure a 
unified plan for day school education, will 
win him the unqualified support of Anglo- 
Jewry. His contribution in this field may 
- give Judaism in this country a new lease 
of life. 


W.J.C. CONFERENCE 


THE fifteenth anniversary of the founding 
of the World Jewish Congress is to be 
celebrated this week-end at a National Con- 
ference of its British Section. Distinguished 
visitors to this conference will include the 
Marouis OF READING, Mr. Herpert Mor- 
RISON, and Rabbi Dr. Israet GOLDSTEIN (of 
New York). Controversies have surrounded, 
and will continue to surround, the World 
Jewish Congress, but this should not lead to 
the withholding of recognition of the good 
work that it has accomplished in many 
quarters and the very useful literature on 
Jewish problems it has produced from time 
to time, based on intensive research. Unfor- 
tunately, appreciation of that good work is 
rendered difficult by a. propensity im _ its 
material concerning its own activities to make 
exaggerated and exclusive claims for itself. 
[his ts exemplified by the booklet “ Our 
Fight for Jewish Rights and Jewish Dignity 
‘A Summary of Fifteen Years’ Activity,” 
which has been circulated’ by the British 
Section in connection with the present con- 
lerence. Any organisation entitled— 
indeed, obliged--when presenting the results 
Of its work to public scrutiny, to dwell upon 
its own accomplishments. But in this booklet, 
which is no doubt put forward as the care- 
fully documented evidence of its stewardship, 
facts and figures are prone to be usurped by 
inflated rhetoric, and of this the self-descrip- 
tion as “ the address of the Jewish people ” 
is typical. It. is similar tall claims which have 
led, ‘consciously or unconsciously, in some 
advance publicity appearing -in a general 
newspaper, to the use of the absurd term 
“ virtually a parliament of world Jewry.” 
More serious, however, is the narration of 
activities which leaves the uninformed reader 
under the mistaken impression that they were 
undertaken solely or principally by the 
World Jewish Congress. The reputation of 
the Congress would have gained rather than 
suffered if it had been made clear. for 
example, that at the United Nations there are 
live Jewish organisations having consultative 
Status and that activities and achievements 
claimed for the Congress were in many cases 
common to some of them. To state “ Already 
in 1940... it [the W.J.C.] established a relief 
committee (Relico) in Geneva and at the time 
of the liberation of Europe it embarked on 
an extensive programme through the estab- 
lishment of a special division for overseas 
relief supplies, child care, and a corres- 
pondence service,” leaves the reader in 
ignorance of the fact that the major work in 
this field was done by the “ Joint,”’ the Jewish 
Agency, and the Central British Fund. From 
another quarter, too, the W.J.C. overplays its 
hand. The unexpected and surprising 
information emerges from a bulky report of 
the W.J.C. Organisation Department, which 
has just been published in New York, that 
‘“ The recent agreement between the Board of 
Deputies and the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue 
regarding the latter's return to the Board, laid down 
the terms on which the affiliation of the Board to 
the W.J.C. would be favoured. The terms are stiff 
and complicated, but the principle of affiliation is 
accepted,’ 
We should be astonished to learn that either 
the Board or the Sefardi Synagogue, or, in 
fact, the Anglo-Jewish community itself, 
understood the agreement in that sense. 
There is obvious merit in having an 
accepted channel through which information 
and ideas can regularly be exchanged, and 
there is room, therefore, for international 
contacts for this purpose. But that is quite 
different from a claim to wield plenary 
executive authority on a global scale, Such 
a claim naturally meets with resistance from 


the soundly established—and older—repre- 
sentative Jewish bodies in the chief centres 
of Jewish population to-day. The World 
Jewish Congress (its title has always been 
somewhat grandiose) produces lists showing 
its adherents in 64 countries, but the true 
measure of its failure is seen in the fact that 
there are four other Jewish non-govern- 
mental consultative bodies recognised, on an 
equal footing, by the United Nations, and 
there is. in addition, the World Zionist 
Organisation, with its instrument the Jewish 
Agency. None of these bodies is likely to 
surrender its authority to the W.J:C., nor 
would it be wise to do so. The sooner, there- 
fore, that the W.J.C. turns its mind to real 
co-operation in place of constant competition 
the better it will be for all. 


JEWISH NATIONAL FUND 


Tue 27th annual conference of the Jewish 
National Fund (Keren Kayemet Leisrael) 
for Great Britain and Ireland, which was 
held in London last week-end, marked the 
completion of the Fund's jubilee year. 
During the summer; on the eve of the 23rd 
Zionist Congress, a jubilee world conference 
of the J.N.F. assembled in Jerusalem. Great 
enthusiasm then prevailed, and it was 
resolved by the representatives of nearly 60 
countries “to bring the message of the 
Jewish National Fund, through its time- 
honoured traditions, to the distant corners 
of the Dispersion, and to kindle and rekindle 
the flame in the hearts of old and young, 
and to make them proud partners in 
the great humanitarian venture of Israel 
revived.” A special session of the subsequent 
Zionist Congress was held to commemorate 
this historic occasion, and to confirm. the 
honoured status of the J.N.F. in the Move- 
ment’s future activities. Last week-end's 
conference showed that a worthy place tn 
this all-important work is being taken by 
this country... The tribute paid by Dr. 
ABRAHAM GRANOTT, the President of the 
World Keren Kayemet, to the British 
workers for this cause was thoroughly well 
deserved. In particular, fitting recognition 
was accorded to two stalwarts. A special 
diploma of merit was presented to the Rev. 
J. K. GoLpBLoom, who has been a Zealous 
leader in this work ever since its inaugura- 
tion -50 years ago. To Sir SIMON MARKS 
were presented the title-deeds of Chevel 
Simon. Marks. The reclamation of this 
extensive tract of land in the Jerusalem 
corridor, just south of the famous “ High- 
way of Courage,” will now be for ever 
associated .with the name of a foremost 
British Zionist. - From the deliberations of 
the conference, it is clear that the supporters 
of the J.N.F. in all parts of the country 
intend to press forward towards further 
achievements in redeeming the soil of Israel. 


TALMUD TORAH 


A NOTABLE chapter in the history of 
Anglo-Jewish education is recalled by the 
jubilee celebration of Redmans Road 
Talmud Torah. This institution was estab- 
lished in 1901 in Redmans Road, Stepney, 
under the direction of the Rev. J. K. 
GoOLDBLOOM, who is still, half a century 
later, its Principal and main inspiration. — It 
was aS an early protagonist for the cause 
of “ cultural” Zionism that Mr. GOLDBLOOM 
took the lead in founding a Talmud Torah 
with improved methods of instruction. The 


momentous innovation for which he was 


responsible was the use of the Ivrit b’Ivrit 
method. Under his sponsorship, Redmans 
Road was the first institution in this country 


to introduce this system of teaching Hebrew 


as a spoken language. Much controversy 
was aroused by ,this change. On one 
occasion the pupils of the top class went on 
strike, demanding the restoration of the 
method by which their parents had been 
taught. Mr. GOLDBLOOM was summoned to 
a Din Torah before the Beth Din, and it 
was not without considerable difficulty that 
the Ivrit b’Ivrit system was permitted to 
continue. Gradually the influence of this 
method began to be felt everywhere through- 
out Britain in the Jewish educational curricu- 
lum and in the development of Hebrew as 
a modern language. But the Talmud Torah 
which had been the protagonist in this cause 
always had a hard struggle to maintain its 
activities. Indeed, it has only survived 
through the efforts of such idealists as Mr. 
GOLDBLOOM. After its war-time vicissitudes, 
it would now have fresh opportunities of 
service if increased financial support were 
forthcoming, and we feel sure that this 


support will be readily provided by a 2

and those of us who remember Grein. at a lat 
date when he was Chairman of the Jewish Drama 
League, who remember the vigour with which he 
triumphed over age at the bare mention of any 
new project concerned with his beloved (hea 
will echo the author’s remarks. 

The great figures which are brought to lif 
this book include Tree. Alexander, Bourchier, Cy 
Maude, Oscar Asche, Lewis Waller, Pinero. Suiro 
Shaw, and Granville Barker. Of these, Sutro was 
Jewish, and Pinero and Tree are always crediicd 
with Jewish forebears. It is interesiing to nok 
that in the space of three years Tree portrayed fou 
Jewish characters—Shylock, Svengali, Fagin, and 
Izard. Noi all of these were sympathetic poriraits 
though of Shylock a contemporary critic said 
“ The part was instinct with the sufferings anc 
sorrows and passions of the Jewish peopic.” 

A chapter in the book is devoted to the now 
almost forgotten Select Committee of Parliamen!

Third Programme, two series by Pro- 
fessor J. Isaacs, who has been appoimed 
to the Chair of English Language and 
iterature at Queen Mary's College from 
gext January, have been outstanding for 
ange of reading and of sympathy—those 
on The Background of Modern 
and “An _ Assessment of 
Twenticth-Century Literature.” 
former series has now been slightly 
expanded and reprinted in book form. 

Professor Isaacs sees the innovations 
of modern poetry in the tradition of the 
main line of English poetry. Each age 
has its innovators and pioneers who are 
obscure or difficukt to those who keep, 
tke Poins, to the middle of the road. 
What Hopkins, Eliot, and Auden have 
been to the last 50 years of poetry, were 
Spenser, Marlowe, Donne, and Words- 
worth to their generations. “ Pociry 
must always be renewed.” 


Influence of Freud 


In the course of this thesis Professor 
iaacs shows that Freud, by enlarging 
mans consciousness of himself, opened 
new realms to twentieth-<century poetry, 
whereas Einstein's influence on pociry 
has been negligible. 

The author pays incidental tribute 
to a great, though underrated, Jewish 
nxt by dedicating the book to the 
memory Of Isaac Rosenberg. (and of 
another neglected poet who died young, 
Alan Porter), and by a quotation from 
Rosenberg on the Subject of communi- 
catton in poetry. In illustration of his

IN WAR-TIME 


The Sky is a Lonely Place. By Louis

Tradition of the Maccabees 


These forty thousand Jewish vahants 
were left from 300,000, hiding like 
rais in underground holes, beneath rubble 
and destruction, with the corpses of 
their dead strewn everywhere. They were 
defeated, reduced to nonentity;: but they 
were still rich, in passion for retaliation 
and the tradition of the Maccabees. Like 
a mighty tidal wave they rose, pitted 
themselves against the military might 
of Hitlkr—often fighting barchanded, 
famished, opposed to infinitely superior 
numbers and equipment—but fighting 
with venom in their hearts because there 
_ Was no other choice. For a whole month 
they held out, flabbergasting the enemy, 
the Jewish ranks slowly depleted, a huge 
trail of smoke rising to heaven, until not 
4 Jew remained. But the escaped Jew 
lrom the Warsaw ghetto is still alive to 
tell the grim tale to a coreligionist from 
America. A simple occurrence, symbolis- 
ing the whole history of Jewry. 

This is but one of the many dramatic 
episodes in Louis Falstein’s first novel, 
dispassionately told, but with an unmis- 
takable undercurrent of human compas- 
sion. It is a tense and moving human 
document which irrevocably proves that 
war, even the glory of victory, pales to 
insignificance at the side of the human 
destruction and misery left in its trail.

SHALL THE GERMAN GENERALS RETURN ?

HE vanquished have a habit of 
seducing the victorious. There 


has never yet been an occu ying 
army which has not returned home 
singing the songs of the conquered 
taking with them their foreign brides. 
and praising a new way of life. Such 
is the generosity of triumph. 
But it is all the more important to 
distinguish the forbearance of a 
tolerant victor from the less attrac- 
tive ‘purposes of those who to-da\ 
are seeking to rehabilitate in the 
public estimation the men who led 
Hitler's armies jin the last war. First 
the chivalrous Rommel, next the 
chivalrous Von Manstein—and <o 
through the whole range of Wehr- 
macht generals until eventually we 
arrive at the villains of the piece, the 
patriot generals who tried to blow 
| Already 
in Germany these last generals have 
inherited among the neo-Nazis the 
odium of the First World War 
stabbers-in-the-back. In Britain the, 
are least popular among what Mr. 
Ernest Bevin once called “the 
Generals’ Trade Union.” 


-Manstein’s Campaign in Russia 


Mr. R. T. Paget, K.C., M.P.. in his 
recent book on Manstein.* has 
endeavoured to carry on the myth of 
the German army's -chivalry by vindi 
cating the General's campaign in 
Russia. Despite the fact that Mr. 
Paget was Manstein’s counsel when 
the war criminal was convicted and 
sentenced, this book tan scarcely be 
called a lawyer's book on a legal! 
process. It is not even a politician's 
book on a trial of public importance

Having failed as a lawyer to obtain 
an acquittal for a General whom he 
Clearly admires with a fanaticism not 
unknown jn pre-war Germany, Mr. 
Paget has written a politician's book 
in vindication of the military caste 
which Manstein represents, Let it be 
Stated at once that Mr. Paget had no 
mercenary motive in defending the 
General. All that he has received 
for his labours has been two testi- 
monials, one from Lord Hankey, a 
member of Mr. Chamberlain's War 
Cabinet, and one from Manstein 
himself. These are printed in full. 


Charge of Incompetence 


Mr. Paget's case for the General 
can be summed up as follows. The 
Court was not competent to try his 
case, the law was ex post facto: 
Manstein is, anyway, wa jolly good 
chap, and those Russians are terrors. 
Few people have any doubt that 
Russian Communism is an . ugly, 
totalitarian system that must be con- 
tained by power. But it is not incon- 
sistent to hold that view while at the 
same time remembering that it was 
Hitler who launched the attack on 
Russia yn 1941, and that not Manstein 
but, as Mr. Churchill put it in. his 
broadcast, “the Russian peasant 
defending his cottage,’ was our ally. 
lo read Mr. Paget's glorification of 
Manstein’s campaigns, jt would not 
be difficult to believe that he was 
fighting an “heroic action to . save 
Germany. Nor does Mr. Paget estab- 
lish mm any sense the chivalry which 
he attributes to Manstein, and with 
which he appears to identify himself. 
Ihe Russian war, his thesis seems. 
was a dirty war, a“ different” war, a 
war with standards inferior to the 


“Queensberry” war in the West. 
From this thesis one quickly discerns 
that in Manstein’s view the Russian 
was slightly sub-human, although 
Mr. Paget affirms in the General's 
favour that he ordered his troops not 
to rub the fact in. 

There is no sign jn Manstein’s 
defence that at any time he showed 
any respect for the human personality 
of the “inferior” races—except per- 
haps as an act of expediency in 
favour of the Crimean Moslems. It 
is part of the charge against him that 
he allowed the most horrible crimes to 
be perpetrated by the S.D. Nor are 
these crimes minimised in their quality 
by the somewhat unconvincing statis- 
tical inferences with which Mr. Paget 
secks to reduce their number. Perhaps 
the least impressive part of an 
unimpressive defence is the section 
in which Mr. Paget deals with the 
extermination of the Jews in the wake 
of Manstein’s army. The “ proof” 
that the Jews were not wiped out in 
the Crimea is established by a wit- 
ness who produces a gaud, allegedly 
bought in a Jewish market after 
Manstein’s army had -arnved. 


A Dangerous Plea 


Between clemency and exculpation, 
there is an infinity of distance. The 
prolonged punishment of the guilty 
will not revive the millions murdered 
by the Nazis. But exculpation, such 
as. Mr. Paget secks for his hero, 
would indeed be dangerous for the 
world’s future. The Prussian military 
caste with its amoral Gehorsamikeit, 
strengthened by the Hegelian philo- 
sophy, is the fertile -soil of total 
tarsanism which makes the State-law 
paramount over Divine Law. With 


that philosophy it is no wonder that 
a whole people can be corrupted into 
crimes which later are justified as 
obedience to superior orders. 

In Germany to-day there is a 
clamour for the acquittal of the 
Wehrmacht from the alleged sianders 
against its leaders, before Germans 
will take part in the European defence 
community. Let us not be misled by 
those demands. They are demands 
from men who wish to re-create a 
German National Army with a 
German General Staff. The voices 
that shout for “ vindication” are the 


pernicious voices which time and 
again have ordered Germans to 
catastrophe. Happily. there are other 


voices in Germany—the voices of men 
who seek not a German Europe but 
a Evropean Germany. 


Question of Rearmament 


Should we now support any 
measure of German rearmament”? If 
such rearmament were to be deter- 
mined by men like Manstein with the 
collaboration of their friends abroad, 
then indeed it is hard to believe that 
a fearmed Germany would ultimately 
differ in its policies from the Ger- 
manies we have known in our own 
lifetime. Germany's part in_ the 
European Defence Community should 
mark a new beginning. That can 
only be the case if the old German 
militarists with their nationalist pre- 
tensions are swept aside, and replaced 
by men with a new ideal-—the ideal 
of a united Europe, based on the 
principles of respect for human per- 
sonality which are the only principles 
on which Western Civilisation can 
survive. Within a genuine European 
Army, there is a place for a German 
contribution. But a new Wehrmacht 
is a pointer to the past—-to the cold, 
old men like Manstein and the con- 
summation of the ruin that Hitler

HE Baron de Hirsch founded

Grand Dukes were supposed to 
have plenty of money, and so had, in 
those far off days, the Ica. The Baron 
had directed in his will that all the 
income must be spent within the year, 
so at the last meeting before closing 
the accounts the Council was faced 
with the problem of finding a suitable 
object on which money could be spent. 


Projects Outside Palestine 


Traditionally, at all events, it was at 
one of such meetings that the Ica 
established a factory for making 
Tallitim, created a nursery garden, and 
founded a model farm. It must sure} 
also have been on such an occasion 
that land was bought in Cyprus and 
two fine estates on the outskirts. ol 
Constantinople. No money could be 
spent in Palestine, because the Baron,

SOME MEMORIES OF THE. ICA 


By LEONARD G. MONTEFIORE, O.B.E. 


Turkish rule, did not wish Jews to 
become subjects of the Sultan. 

It is eas¥ to-day to say how much 
wiser it would have been if only 
But, even without knowledge of the 
future, the Ica achieved much that has 
endured. Ihe lea did pioneering 
work in such things as agricultural 
colonies... schools for artisans, and 


lhe Jewish Colonisation Asso- 
ciation thnown as the Ica) was 
founded hy Baron de Hirsek on 
dugust 24, 1891, and incorporated 
in London in September. The aims 
of the Association, as stated in its 
Charter, were “to assist and 
promote” the emigration of Jews 
from countries where they were 
persecuted or discriminated against, 
and to establish for then coionies 
in other parts of the world (par- 
ticularly America) “for agricultural 
commercial, and other purposes. 
During the 60 vears of Us existence 
the Ica has established many: agri- 
cultural colonies in Areentina, 
Canada,. and Palestine, and has 
assisted Jewish institutions engaged 
in vocational training and educa- 
tion, and supported Jewish artisans 
with loans. 

This article, written on the occa- 
sion of the 60th anniversary of the 
lea, is from the pen of Mr. Leonard 
G. Montefiore, O.B.E.. whose 
father, Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, 
was a prominent member of the 
first loa Council, the administrative 
and governing body of the Asso- 
ciation, 


Loan Banks ; and, like other pioneers, 
had to pay dearly for its experience. 

1 succeeded my father as member 
of the Ica Council in 1921. Three 
years after the First World War the 
German members had rejoined, so 
once more three languages were used 
at Council meetings. There were no 
interpreters; if a member did not 
understand what was going on, he 
200k the opportunity for a nap, short 
or long according to the speech. Some 
of the speeches were very. long. 
Francois Philippson was President, to 
be succeeded by Sir Leonard Cohen, 
and then Sir Osmond dAvigdor 
Goldsmid. Philippson, with his dis- 
tinguished appearance and fine white 
beard. was a rather autocratic Chair- 
man, thus carrying on the tradition of 
the first President, Narcisse Leven. 


Of him my father used to say that 
anything said or done contrary to his 
wishes just disappeared from the 
minutes and passed into oblivion 

Ihe doyen of the French members 
was Salomon Reinach, archeologist, 
theologian, and classical scholar. He 
took all knowledge for his province. 
But having so many things to think 
about, he couldn't give a very great 
deal of time to thinking about any one 
of them. By tradition he was Rap- 
porteur for Argentine affairs. He used 
to read rapidly trom notes written on 
half sheets of notepaper. Then the 
senior member of the permanent staff 
used to.comment on Reinach’s speech 
and make ingenious interpretations. 
“ Monsieur. Reinach had no doubt 
intended his meaning. to be this. or 
that,” and then Reimach used to say: 
“Je me rallte a la Direction” ("1 
entirely agree with the Direction ”). 

He was u striking figure, invariably 
dressed in old-fashioned frock- 
coat. No one had ever seen him with- 
out a frock-coat, and it was supposed 
by the vounger and more irreverent 
members that he went to bed in it. 
He liked dramatic phrases. One meet- 
ing was held immediately after the 
death of the President, which had 
taken place a few hours previously. 
The President-designate, Sir Leonard 
Cohen, announced the sad tidings, and 
then, turning to his colleagues, said: 
* Messieurs! what shal! we do now ? ” 
Immediately. rising in_ his _ place, 
Reinach, with one arm thrust, like 
Napoleon, into his frock-coat, said: 
“What shall we do now? We shall 
do our duty. Travaillons!” was 
so impressed that when my turn came 
to speak about religion classes in Ica 
schools, | was dumb. 


First-Class Chairmen 


It is a great thing for anyone to sit 
under a first-class chairman, and the 
lea was lucky in having three first- 
class chairmen in succession.  Tradi- 
tion played a great part in the Ica. 
My father had always occupied a 
chair on the chairman's right hand, 
and | inherited this, and so could see 
what went on. Thus | have learned 
sympathy for anyone who has to con- 
duct an international meeting. But 
the lca President exercised great 
authority. lLrather fancy all three did 
not despise making adroit use of 
physical infirmities. With. Philippson 


we were told: “it 1s most important 
not to agitate the President,” so that 


if. by any chance, | noticed the top of 
his head becoming ‘rather pink, | 
immediately held my tongue. “Il ne 
faut pas agiter le Président.” Leonard 
Cohen used to mutter to me: “ tT can't 
hear what the fellow is saying. It 
doesn t matter much, does if ” And 
so awkward matters were just ignored 
it didn't matter much, because these 
three very. able men knew what thes 
wanted, had read al! their papers. and 
came with every. detail: of business 
likely to arise at the meeting at their 
finger-tips 
Ihe Ica was admirably served by its 
two Directors, Louis Otingre. still 
happily alive and vigorous, and Emile 
Meyerson Meyerson was a very dis- 
tinguished philosopher, and used to 
presen! his books to my father, who 
was wont to remark “Much too 
dificult for me to understand. Put it 
up on the shell.” But Lord Balfour 
did understand Meyerson’s philosophy 
and used to send letters full of pratse 
_ that was hke balm in Gilead. 


“ Secretaries of State ” 


[here were two Directors, just as: in 
this country im the eighteenth century 
there were two Secretaries of State, 
one for the. North and one for the 
South. Meyerson. took .charge. of 
affairs in Russia or Poland, . Rumania, 
etc. But, when he was occupied with 
philosophy, the other Secretary of 
State, supposed to concentrate on 
finance, Argentina. and Brazil. used 
to take on Furopean affairs as. well 

Sull, a journey to Poland with 
Meyerson was a memorable experi- 
ence. “tt would,” said Meverson, 
“ create a thoroughly bad impression if 
we fed anywhere except at the princi- 
pal kasher restaurant in Warsaw. As 
for me, I fancy | was believed to be a 
sort of Sir Moses Montefiore 
redivivus. Anyhow, — had gone 
round and, for once in my life, I knew 
what it was to be stared at steadily 
and continuously. Meyerson was 
very indignant and summoned the 
proprietor. “We are not wild 
animals,” he said, “ and must net be 
stared at. If this occurs again we 
shall go elsewhere.” At the next meal 
not a face was visible. Every customer 
had been provided with a newspaper 
and only here and there a cautious 
eye peeped over the top. 

Perhaps there was some truth in 
Sokolow's gibe. However that may 
be, the Grand Ducal days have 
vanished into the far distant past. It 
is possibly a wiser, most certainly a 
very much poorer, yet a rejuvenated 
Ica that celebrates its sixtieth birthday.

They came from 
poor homes, cramped and ill-ventilated, 
with swarms of youngsters whose din 
made study impossible. 


A Real Refuge 


For the poor student in those days 
the Whitchapel Reference Library was 
areal refuge. It was warm in winter, 
and comfortable, and if the notices 
marked “Silence” were ignored, 
it Was guieter than the small rooms 
which the young people called home. 
Besides, and this was the greatest 
boon of all, it had up-to-date text- 
books on most subjects, books which 
were quite beyond the pockets of 
students, and which were supplied by 
an understanding and generous Step- 
hey Borough Council. To many a 
boy and girl that room appeared to 
Open wide the gates of a Promised 
land—or so it seemed to young, 
innocent eyes——through work and 
earning, 

Of the students who frequented the 
Reference Library, most were between 
5 and 21 years of age. First, there 
were those who attended Teachers’ 
ramming Centres and the various 
Colleges of London University. They 
‘pent every evening, except Friday and 
‘turday evenings—for the Sabbath 
was to them, with an odd, rebellious 


students; but they seemed more 
daring and less conventional than 
those who worked for their university 
degrees. The art students would 
come to the Library most evenings 
after eight o'clock at the end of the 
day's work, meet their friends, and 
then go on their nightly promenade 
past Aldgate Pump to St. Paul's or 
the river. They talked much of art 
and of poetry, and a little of politics 
and philosophy ; and they won many 
a verbal victory with a quip or an 
epigram. 


Students from Abroad 


But there was one group that was 
peculiar to Whitechapel—the students 
who came from abroad. They were 
older than the others. They had to 
learn English rapidly, and they spent 
on that language every waking 
moment. Most of them studied some 
14 hours a day, or so they said. | 
can still remember one or two of 
them, with their dark fanatical eyes, 
and their seemingly tireless energy, 
just as their fathers and brothers 
worked far into the night as slaves of 
the workshop, so they spent the live- 
long days over their text-books. They 
were like prisoners who had long been 
deprived of freedom and the sun, and 
who at last breathed in the free air. 

Some of the more brilliant students, 
then and later, gained attention in the 
great world beyond the East End. 
Selig Brodetsky was one of them. He 
came top in every examination that he 
took, won his way to Cambridge, and 
became Senior Wrangler. In_ those 
days he was slimmer than he now is, 
but he had the same brilliant, laughing 
eyes, and the same strong face. His 
learning then as now seemed effortless. 
And there was the boy whose father 
was a refugee, who was educated first 
at an elementary school and then

though in recent years i 
has served writers hike Simon Blumen- 
feld and William Goldman, now stands 
as a dumb memoria! to that dynamic 
life which passed with the exodus of 
a large section of the Whitechapel 
Jewish population, during and since 
the Second World War. The young 
people moved away to North London 
and elsewhere, a few. to gam some 
fame or riches, the great majority to 
become. useful members of the middle 


class. Their fathers were tailors and 
bootmakers: carpenters and  cap-

They were proud of their offspring. 
And as now we call to mind a great 
institution and the eager life that has 
gone from it, let us not forget the 
humble men and women of Jewish 
Whitechapel : the nameless ones who 
gave so much to their gifted children.

“OPERATION MAGIC 
CARPET ” 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 

“ Operation Magic Carpet,” the 
second of Mr. Julian Duguid’s talks on 
his Middle East journey, was broadcast 
in the B.B.C. Home Service on Wednes- 
day nigh.

Formation of Kehilla Planned

Paris 
The Fédération des Sociétés Juives de 
France this week decided to transform 
itself into the nucleus of a united kehilla 


designed two become ultimately the 
agg communal body of French 
ry. 


This decision was taken at the 
Federation's annual conference here. As 
a first step, the 483 delegates, representin 
64 Jewish groups im the French capita 
and in 22 provincial centres, appointed a 
committee to draft a new Constitution 
whereby membership of the Federation 
will be changed from a group to an 
individual basis—that is to say, every 
individual Jew who wishes to do so will 
be able to join the Federation, and the 
officers of the proposed kchilla will be 
democratically clected. 

The vital problem of checking the 


drift from Judaism among the youth was 
iscussed at the conference. It was 
decided to create a new Jewish day 
school in Paris and to provide additional 
part4ime tuition for children in the pro- 
vinces. 

It was announced that the Federation 
had completed plans for the establish- 
ment, probably next spring, of a Jewish 
Bank designed to provide credits to 
Jewish small business men and artisans, 
and especially to Jewish war orphans who 
have grown up and are now launching 
out on their own. The establishment of 
a home for the aged, near Paris, with 
1.R.O. funds—it will be for survivors of 
Jewish families murdered by the Nazis— 
was also announced. 


A resolution was adopied calling the 
French Government's attention to the 
resurgence of antisemitism and requesting 
appropriate official action. 


REPARATION AGREEMENT 
OPPOSED 


Protest Meetings in Poland 
from a Correspondent

Mectings to protest against any agree- 
ment with the West German Government 
on reparations to the Jews were held in 
many towns in Poland last week. They 
were attended by thousands of Jews. 

The first mecting was organised in 
Szevecin (Stettin). which has a Jewish 
community of 5,000. The mecting, 
addressed by Mr. Smolar, the Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the Cul- 
tural and Social Association of Jews in

Significantly, the resolution referred 
only to Western Germany. It recalled the

* Adenauer gang of murderers.” The 
resolution also protested against an 
alleged attempt of the Israeli Government 
fo negotiale- with the Germans, and 
denounced as “traitors” the “ reaction- 
ary politicians of Israel and the leaders 
ot the so-called World Jewish Congress 
and other organisations who dare to make 
a deal over the lives of millions of Jews.”

7,000 LEAVE PERSIAN 
KURDISTAN 
Others Preparing to 
Emigrate

TEHERAN 

Seven thousand Jews have left Persian 
Kurdistan in the past two years to setile 
in Israel. Only 1,000 remain and they, 
too, are preparies to leave, ahthough their 
departure is likely to be delayed because 
of the difficulty of selling their property 
at a reasonable price. 

Large-scale emigration from Kurdistan 
began following the introduction of anti- 
Jewish measures in Iraq. The Kurds and

the Iraqis are of the same religious sect 
and, while there have n no serious 
ami-Jewish outbreaks in Kurdistan, the 
Jews there felt imsecure and hundreds 
made their way to Teheran. They were 
maintained by the local Jewish commut- 
tee and by the “ Jott.” 

When news of the arrival in Israél of 
the first group of Kurdish Jews filtered 
through to Kurdistan, thousands of Jews 
sold their belongings and for 
Teheran. At first they were housed in 
the 20 synagogues in the Persian capital, 
but later they were sent to a Jewish 
cemetery in the suburbs which the Jewish 
Agency turned into a transit .camp. Jews 
from other Persian provinces were also 
housed there until they were transferred 
to Israel. The Persian authorities gave 
the Jewish Agency every assistance. When 
the camp was closed, the refugees were 
moved to a disused cemetery nearer the 
town. 

The sturdy, energetic Kurdish Jews 
have. settled down well in Israel, most of 
them working on the land. They have 
established a number of settlements and 
have earned the praise of the Isracli 
author ies.

tions. There is @ growing realisation that 
these negouations have already made an 
incalculable contribution to Germany's 
moral rehabilitation, while the question 
of whether or not Germany will pay 
reparations to the Jews remains more 
doubtful than ever. 

There is absolutely. trustworthy evi- 
dence, and it is widely known, that among 
others Mr. Sharett and Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann saw, approved, and even 
suggested an amendment to the text of 
Dr. Adenauer’s recent sympathet'c 
declaration to the Jews before it was 
issued. 

Mr. M. Fischer, the Israeli delegate to 
the Ad Hoc Committee, presented a 
powerful indictment of Germany. Israel, 
he said, was not gti'ded by any siecrile 
and useless feelings of revenge towards 
Germany. ‘Those who had carried out 
such heinous crimes as the Germans were 
punished by their own crimes, But Isracl 
wanted to see a different Germany in 
future. 

After causing two world wars, he said, 
Germany should not be put in a position 
to start a third. The German people 
were not morally mature, and democratic 
elections would not necessarily result in 
a democratic Germany. The Germans 
might well abuse democratic institutions 
in order to destroy acy, as they 
had done before. 


Mr. Fischer demanded moral! and 
material guarantees against a repetution 
of these crimes before allowing the 
rebirth of German sovereignty. But these 
guarantees, he said, were not forth- 
coming. More than 100 Nazi groups were 
in existence to-day. There was a revival 
of antisemitism. 

The German people as a whole, treated 
with excessive indulgence, fell no col- 
lective responsibilty for their past 
crimes, he concluded. Who would dare 
say that Germany was cured of its mili- 
tarism. ? All one could say was that 
Germany was a “ sick person in precari- 
ous convalescence always a 
danger. 

Isracl, it is learned, will vote for 
Byclo-Russia and not for Greece when 
the U.N. meets to-day to elect the non- 
permanent members of the Security 
Council. 

Mr. Moshe Sharett, the Israeli Foreign 
Minister, expressed support for the Paki- 
siant proposals for disarmament during 
last week's debate of the United Nations 
Political Committee on international dis- 
armament. This plan provides for the 
creation of a sub-conimittee, consisting of 
representatives of the four major Powers, 
to meet under the chairmanship of the 
President of the General Assembly to 
formulate agreed proposats for discussion 
by the Committee.

INCOME TAX REFORMS 
PROPOSED

A Ball providing for income tax reforms 
was introduced in the Knesset this week. 

lt is proposed to grant concessions to 
the higher income groups in orde: to 
attract capital investments—only those 
having an annual income of 4£6.000 o- 
over will be required to pay the maximum 
surtax: and a rising scale of child allow. 
ances 1S Suggested to encourage large 
famihes. Married women will reccive 
separate assessments. 

Increased revenue will be obtained by 
taxing capital gains obiained by the sak 
of personal property. New immigranis 
will be exempt from this tax for i8 
months. The loss of tax incurred by the 
reforms will be covered by increased 
income from other sources. 

Ihe first 1£300 of a person’s income 
will be regarded as personal allowance 
and will not be taxed. Surtax will be 
paid by those having an annual income 
of more than [£2.000.
